THE annourvoment recently made by tha 
Japan Mail that Mr. N. BR. O'Conon, the 
prosent British Chargé d’Affaires at Pekiag, 
in shortly to be translated to the Legation at 
Washington is not in itself eurprising. Mr. 
O'Conor baa fairly aarncd promotion, and 
tho post of Chiof Secretary at Washington is 
éertainly by no meana too great a reward for 
his labours in China. Ho has bad charge of 
British interestain Chioa fornearly a year, the 
lamented decease of Sir Harry Pains hay. 
ing ocourred ou the 220d. March, 1885, and 
he succeeded to many of the difficulties that 
so worried his distinguished predecessor. 
Soveral delicate and difficult quostions also 
arose between the death of Sir Harey Parese 
and the signatura in Paris of the protocol of 
poace between France and Chioa. Sub- 
sequently, too, decided action was no- 
cossary, in the interests of British trade, 
and in every case Mr. O'Cowor acted: 
with onergy and promptitude. When the 
British Consul at Foochow treated the ra- 
presentations of the Foochow Ohantber 
of Cowmercs, concerning. tha delay in 
shifting the auchorage back from. Sharp 
Peak to Pagoda in cavalier fashion, Mr. 
O' Cowon took up tho matter muediately on 
receiving a communication from the Chair 
man of the Chambor, and aoon secured the ro- 
sult desired. On dll occasions, too, Mr, 
O'Conon has shown himsolf actively on the’ 
alert todefeud and to promote Britiah in- 
tereats. In April Inst, rocognizing ita im- 
portance in the negotiations then proceading 
with the Marquis Teena with reforence to 
the opium duties, ha despatched to the For. 
sign Offico a translation of the ‘momorial 
from Cuou Te-scw, a member of the Grand 
Seeretariat, denouncing in tho strongest 
terms the Taotai Superiatendant of the Fang 
Yang Customs in Anhwei, with the remark 
that it was “important as affording another 
proof, of the inefficient control of the Central 
Authority over the Executive Provincial Ad. 
ministrations.” Lord Sanrenury was able 
to make good use of this information, and 
obtain fortber Asaurances and guarantoce 
from the Chinese Minister for the faithful 
fulfilment of the atipulations of the Addi- 
tional Artiole to the Chefoo Canvention sign. 
edin London on the 18th July last. Tho 
fact is now meationed morely: et passant 16 
evidence of the readiness and clear-sighted- 
ness of Mr, O'Conox, who, although he had 
had comparatively brief experience of Chi. 
nese officialdom and ways, possonges sufficient 
sagacity to enable him to form a correct 
opinion on thy subject. Since bis teauro of 
office ‘as Chargé d'Affaires, Mr, O'Conon may 
Fairly claim oot only to have done bis utmost 
to safegoard British interests but also to 
have mado faw mistakes. . His action in re- 
moving Mr. Gries from the poat of Aasessor 
at the Shanghai Mixed Court is cortainly 
open to adverse criticiem, and we aro atill 
fully propared to upbold the position we took 
up at tha time, that it was a grave mistake 
in judgment a3 well as an injustice to a cou- 
scientious official. It is nevertheless quite 
ossibte thi rv. O'Conoz may be able_to, 
ive trong reasona for hia action—it 
may, indeed, have- boon talon undor instruc- 


‘|tiony from the Foreiga Offico—and in any 


caso we are quite ready to believe that it was 
dictated by no petty or personal considéra. 
tions but sclely from ao belief that it was 
tha best poly. The best and most orx- 
perienced officials make mistakes at: times ; 
humanum eat errare; and few members of 
the British. Diplomatic Sorvied could hare 
made fower mistakes than bas Mr. O’Cowon 
during bie control of tho Peking Legation--He 
will bosr with him when be leaves China the 
good wishes of his countrymen, and we trust 
that bie, abilities will ero long secure’ still 
forttier recognition at ‘the handa of, bjs 
Governmont. + Le opt ae 

But while Mr. O'Conor has, as we bare 
said, fully earnod promotion, it may perbaps 
be doubted. whether it. waa altogether 
advisable to; rewove him ‘so soon from 
Peking.

The 
second glocument was a letter from H. M. Conant 
at Canton addressed to the Offlcer Administer:

ing om application fromthe Governor-Goneral 
of the Two Kwang for the rendition of the pri- 
soner Chang Chib, togethor with a translation 
of the application, ‘Tho third docament was an 
spplication maderin the ummes of two officers of 
thogfthinoso Government, one a stb-profect of 
Kwangtung and tho othor an oxpootant préfoat of 
Fokibn, snd Mr. Creasy Ewons, solicitor, Hong- 
kong, a3 an offiaar of tha Chinesa Government, 
for the ceadition of the prisoner on a charge of 
piracy and murder, - 

Neg Ahi, shopman employed in the Man Wo 
Hong, in this Colony, was sworn ag intorproter 
in the Fokion dialect spoken by the witnoss. 

Mr. Wotton objectad that he did hot know’ 
who the ieterpreter was, He might be connected

tion of tho prisoner, and in fact, he suspected 
strongly that be was: . 

His Worship said he had mite inquiries about 
the interpreter and ondarstood that he could 
interpret corcectly.

He had sailed with the prisonor abouk one month;

A mandarin called 
Li Pai Yut came to his village in the month of 
August list and arrosted tho tipno of, tho 
village. Ho could not find tho prisoner so 
he took tho tipso. The tipno, Ng Hing 
Tai, was.in custody now. The tipaa said he 
believed the prisoner was in Hongkowy, and 
the mandarin sent some one down to catch him. 
Witness came down to Hongkong in a Chinese 
granhoat, and he was now stopping on board the 
gunboat. The tipao ordered him to coma to 
Hongkong. The mandarin ‘sont a man to his 
village and took him on board. The mau wus 
‘a policeman, and go witness at onco went with 
him. ‘The policoman ‘said they were going to 
catch a thief, and if witness could catch the thief 
the*tipao wonld be released. Nobody taught 
him what he had to aay. The mandarins on the 
gunboat did not know what witness liad to say 
vbout the prisonor.” Ho had nof told a single 


then Ee back to his native village. If he wont 
back the mandarin would catch him and kill 
him and bara his house and Kill his rolations.

He had never, 
seen the dead body of Kaw Sap Yoo except’ 
when tho prisonor fred. If he could. not got 
tho prisoner ho would not gp back to his native 
country. ‘If they did not get Choung Chi back, 
the tipao and bis people would dio. Hoe was an 
old man snd would have nothing to eat, the man- 


Jdarins would not pity him, and with nothing 


to eat and in, the cold ho would die. If tho 
village people tront and gave him food, the man- 
daring would saize them. Thoy did not sond 
the tipao fool every day, but occasionally 
sent .some by stvalth;. at first the’ man- 
darin gave him food, ‘but afterwards” ho~ said 
he would not let him havo any, and he would 
lot him dic.
